How We Cross Ihe Ittver. 

The St. Clair street bridge was 
closed permanently Wednesday 
afternoon and the ferry came into 
constant use. The hours fixed 
for the ferry are from 5:30 in the 
morning until 10 at night, between 
which hours all pedestrians can 
pass free, but after 10 o'clock p 
m. the ferrymen have a right to 
charge a fee for setting anyone 
across. A nice wooden walkway 
has been built up the bank from 
the ferry to Bridge street on the 
South Side, part of it being cover- 
ed so that persons waiting for the 
ferry in bad weather will be in 
some measure protected whiie 
standing upon the walk. On the 
north side a shed has been built 
on the wharf for the protection 
of those waiting in the rain, with 
a walk leading from it to the ferry 
landing. An overhead wire 
cable has been put up across the 
river, over which a trolly will run 
from which a line will be attached 
to the ferryboat to be used when 
there is sufficient current in the 
river to operate it, but when the 
river is low the old-fashioned 
"pull" rope will have to be used. 

This arrangement is ra her slow 
and some delay is necessarily ex 
perienced in getting over the 
river, but all that is necessary is a 
little patience and a determination 
to make the best of a condition of 
things which cannot be avoided.
